THE WEDDING RING 

The use of the wedding ring may be traced to 
the Egyptians, who placed it, as we do, on the 
fourth finger of the left hand, because they be- 
heved that a vein or nerve ran directly from the 
finger to the heart 
adopted their belief, and followed their example 

The Jewish wives wore it on the imdex or fore 
finger. Christian usages have been various in 
this respect. In the early Greek church, the ring 
was worn on the right hand by both husband 
aod wife; and in some churches im the north of 
Europe, it was put upon several fingers succes- 
sively, in the names of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost—being finally left upon the fourth.

charms of beauty 

The mouth of May, the month of flowers, and 
the auspicious period

feelings. The mind is no longer shrouded im the 
gloom of winter, but feels and catches the fire 
of spring. We are reminded of youth, and all 
its fond, blissful hopes, its pleasing anticipations 
and proud recollections. The heart is expanded, 
the passious of the soul are warmed, and new 
strength is given to the mind and body. 

Various have been the festive rites and cheer- 
ful sports with which this month hag been ushered 
in, by different ages. Amongst Are most ancient, 
and certainly the most mnocent, is the one m 
which we are now engaged. Deriving its origin 


it has passed through successive periods down to 
the present tine; changing, it m true, in many 
respects, vet still retaining its orginal character- 
istic feature. The rosy garland and flowery 
wreath, were chaplots consecrated to Maia by 
the ancieut Romans. To this goddess, from 
whom the month of May takes its name, did 
they assemble and make annual sacrifices, on the 
liret day of May. Hence the origin of May-day, 
its flowery garland and sylvan amusements. 

In many parte of England, the country from 
which our forefathers spreng, and to which we 
may trace the greater part of our manners and 
customs, May-day is an anniversary which the 
young of both sexes never fail to celebrate with 
joyous delight. The ancient festive ritesand ra- 
ral sports, aro still kept up with pride aud glee.

Here he was joined by a party 
of his allies; but Liberaki, instead of bringumg, 
had promised, 5,000 armed followess, ap- 
| peared before the castle with merely $00 attend- 
| ants, and even those unprovided with arms or 
} ammunition. Crevelier was not, however, to be 

daunted by one disappointment,—he united his 

band with those of the Greeks, and intrepidly 
commenced the assault. During five suc essuwe 
days, his efforts to expel the Turks were unavail- 
ing, and although he had sueceeded in making 
several breaches in the wall, and im defeating 
the garnmson in every sally whieh they attempt- 
| ed, sill he was almost as fares ever from at- 
taining possession of the fort. Bosides, hia al- 
| lies were rather an incumbrance than an aid to 
| him: they were totally deficient in courage and 
| enthusiasm im an open assauit, and Crevelier 
was on the point of abandoning the attempt, 
and betaking himself again to sea, when, on the 
morning of the sixth day, a Maltese geile , Man- 
| ned by a body of the Knights, enteted bay, 
}and cast anchor beside him. In passing by 
| Zante they had heard of his expedition inta the 
Morea, and, in purevance of their oath of eter- 
nal hostility to the Turks, they had hurried ta 
his assistance.
